Government May Resort 
to Dictatorial Power in 
Event Second Attempt 
To Pass Law Fails. 


Berlin June 27.—(United News.) — 
The reichstag was thrown into great- 
est confusion tonight by defeat of a 
bill providing for extension of the law 
of protection of the republic and the 
government has declared its readiness 
to apply constitutional provisions vest- 
ing the power of temporary dictator- 
ship in the president and minister of 
defense if the situation warrants such 
action. 

The defeat of the bill means, prin- 
cipally, that the former German kaiser 
would be able to enter Germany with- 
out the government being able to pro- 
hibit such action after July 23. 
Although there appeared to be no 
reason to believe. that the former 
kaiser would make any move to re- 
turn, the government left no doubt as 
to its readiness to resort to the dras- 
tic dictatorial precaution if it became 
necessary. 

The vote was 263 for extension of 
the law to 166 against it, with two 
absentees, but there was not a twe- 
thirds majority as required for pas- 
sage. ae ; 

The defeat_of the bill was 
last-minute change of attitude by the 
economic party, whcih was said to be 
dissatisfied with the outcome of voting 
on the land reform measure. 

Announcement of the defeat caused 
nationalist party members to cheer 
while the socialists hissed. For a mo- 
mcit there was danger of an exchange 
of blows between Professor Bredt, the 
economic party leader, and Deputy 
Breitscheid, the socialist chief. 

Ready to Invoke Dictatorship. 

The government announced that a 
new law with the same aim as the 
defeated one will be introduced later. 

The defeat of the protection of the 
republic measure set off one of the 
most hectic scenes in the history of 
the reichstag. . 

Carl Severing, minister of the in- 
terior, declared that the government 
was ready to apply paragranh 48 of 
the German constitution, which vests 
power of a temporary dictatorship in 
President Von Hindenburg and the 
minister of defense, excluding the 
reichstag from power. 

There wag absolutely no indication 
that the former kaiser has any in- 
tention of returning here from his 
exile at Doorn, but various factions 
of the nationalist political parties 
have long openly advocated permis- 
sion for his return.

The last annual statement of the 
Avondale bank listed total assets of 
$1,083,354.24. The City Bank & 
Trust Company was capitalized for 
$500,000, with a $100,000 surplus, and 
was organized in November, 1928.

IN PAYING STOCK DEBT 


Paris, June 27.—(#)—The French 
will open negotiations 
with Washington with a view to post- 
poning beyond August 1 maturity of 
the bill for $400,000,000 for war 
stocks sold to France when the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces pulled up 
stakes and went home. 

A resolution, framed with consent 
of the government, authorizing this 
action was adopted in the first hour 
of the morning by the chamber of 
deputies. The members of this body 
desired to have longer time in which 
to decide whether to ratify the French 
war debt settlement to the United 
States, 

According to the Mellon-Berenger 
settlement, France must ratify this 
agreement before August 1 if the war 
stocks bill is to be included in its 
terms. Otherwise this bill falls due 
or that date. Led by Franklin Bouil- 
lon, who said this arrangement was a 
knife at the throat of France, parlia- 
ment rebelled against the arrangement 
yesterday and in a late night sitting 
obliged the government to ask Wash- 
ington for postponement. 

Socialist deputies abstained from 
voting which was adopted on show of 
hands with only two votes opposing.

An Expansion That Is Hurtful. 
The fathers, however, did not con- 
template the expansion of their de- 


vice as we find it in the constitution 
of Georgia. They did not bind the 
federal government by the constitution 
they made not te incur any public 
debt without an amendment of the 
constitution expressly authorizing and 
specifying it in amounts and purpose. 

The federal constitution leaves the 


government free to incur a debt, in- 
creasing the public debt at will, to 
“promote the general welfare.” 

But when the constitution of this 
state was made in 1877,there hung 
upon the state a debt that was pro- 
portionally great, and there impend- 
ed the threat that even the fraudulent 
bonds issued might still be imposed 
upon the state in spite of solemn acts 
of repudiation. The tangible taxable 
property of the state was mostly 
real estate, fearfully depressed in 
value, and the possibility of increases 
of debts and taxes held a wholesome 
horror for the men who made the 
constitution. Hence the copper-rivet- 
ed prohibition against any increase of 
the state debt by the legislatures. The 
makers of the constitution left it to 
the people to say, by constitutional 
amendment, whether a public debt 
should be created, for how much and 
for what purpose, 

+ * * * 
The Issue Is For the People. 

Thus the issue of amending the 
constitution is wholly one for the peo- 
ple. They did not elect the legisla- 
ture either to amend the constitution 
or to refuse to them their sovereign 
right to amend it. 

Those who refuse to remit that 
right to the people in so great a mat- 
ter as providing for the general wel- 


fare by a bond issue for a good roads 
system, fly in the face of the maxims 
of the greatest constitutionalists in 
American history and deny what every 
great democrat has declared to be an 
inalienable right of the people. 

To arbitrarily and stubbornly deny 
that right to the people of Georgia is 
likely to gain for the most of them 
the same sort of famesthat was won 

him “who fired the Ephesian 

.’ They cannot, of course, be 
brought to the chopper’s block and be 
beheaded, as Charles of England was, 
but the ballot box in our system is 
often as effective politically as any 
guillotine ever operated in France. 


The bond fighters should remember 
in time that 94 of the most populous 
and progressive counties in Georgia 
have already issued road bonds. They 
want their money back and they can 
easily outvote the 67 poarer and less 
populous counties, if necessary.

The Gasoline Rack and Screw. 


It is proposed, in lieu of issuing 
self-redeeming bonds to get quick ac- 
tion in providing a plenary hard roads 
system, to boost the gasoline tax to 
6 cents per gallon. That means to 
tax motorists, truck owners and other 
motor car users 50 per cent more for 
their fuel than they are paying now. 


That is an absolutely indefensible 
imposition upon about 300, car 
owners in the state. The gasoline tax 
throughout the country ts 5 cents in 
7 states, 4 cents in 11 states, 34 cents 
in one state, 3 cents in 14 state and 
2 cents in 12 states and the District 
of Columbia. 

Hiking the rate in this state from 4 
cents per gallon to 6 cen's will result 
in the use of fewer cars, fewer tags 
and licenses, fewer sales of cars, and 
a very probable reduction of the use of 
gasoline for many purposes other than 
motor propulsion. 

Motorists are generaliy willing to 
pay a reasonable tax on taeir gasoline, 
but they object justly and strenuous- 
ly to having their taxes, which should 
go exclusively to roads, divided to 
counties to pay ordinary expenses and 
to pay for schools. None of those al- 
locations give the special taxpayers a 
fair and square deal for their money.

There May Be Trouble Ahead. 

Very recently the supreme court of 
the United States took under consil- 
eration, and in the October term will 
decide, a California case wherein the 
right of the state to impose a tax upon 
the distribution of motor vehicle fuel 
oil to provide funds for constructing 
and improving public highways par- 
tially built and supported by federal 
aid funds. ° 

The state having assented to the 
terms of the federal ~id act of 1916, 
the roads under it are post routes, and 
the law provides that such roads 
“shall be free from tolls of all kinds.” 

It is contended that the tax on mo- 
tor vehicle fuel oil is in reality a “toll” 


and therefore in violation of the agree- | 


ment by which the state accepts the 
federal aid funds. The state, it is 
argued, must abide by the federal act 
and impose no kind of tax upon those 
who use the roads. The tax does not 
belong within the police power of the 
state, but the taxing power, and since 
it is not levied upon proverty but on 
the right to use the puvtic highways, 
it is contended the taxes are tolls not 
permitted under the proy.sions of the 
Federal Aid Act. 

Should the decision be against Cali- 
fornia it will also be dgaimst. Georgia

A reader tells how his doctor had a 
five dollar laugh at the reader. It 
seems he had suffered quite often with 
a stitch in the left side. He consulted 
the doctor several times. The last 
time, as soon as he entered the office 
the doctor exclaimed: “Oh-ho, so a 
boy in perfect health wants to give 
me a fiver again?’—and the patient 
lied his way out of the office with the 
fiver still in his pocket. 


Another reader tells how his doc- 
tor enjoyed a rather expensive laugh. 
“I went to him when I had the first 
twinges of rheumatism. He just 
laughed and told me he had many pa- 
tients who could hardly walk... I 
have been under another doctor's treat- 
ment for arthritis since then... .” 

When the doctor has examined the 
patient properly and learned what the 
facts are, then, 1f there is good cause, 
he is entitled to have a good laugh 
about it, with the patient. 

This habit of laughing to conceal 
one's ignorance or giving a laugh in 
lieu of a health examination, no longer 
satisfies the paying patient.

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WILLIAM TURNER MAKES REMARKABLE RECORD 
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Foreman Serves 51 Years 


Early this morning as two giant 


Hoe presses roared along at their daily 
task of sending more than 90, 
copies of The Constitution up from 
the basement pressroom of the paper's 
Alabama «street home, William M. 
Turner, probably the best known 
pressman in the south, presided over 
this modern pressroom and carefully 
watched the work of the huge presses 
and his large force of men. 

Now turn the pages back exactly 
51 years. On the morning of June 
28, 1878, a young man has just come 
to work in the little pressroom of the 
old Broad street home of The Con- 
stitution, then only 10 years old. 
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W. M. TURNER. 


That young man, who was then be- 
ing introduced to the mysteries of 
the old “flat bed” presses and for the 
first time was doing his part in print- 
ing the then 4,000 daily papers, and 
the man who presided in the press- 
room this morning are the same. 


51 Years of Service. 


Fifty-one. years of wninterrupted 
service as pressman and foreman of 
the pressroom for The Constitucoa 
is William M. Turner's record. Fifty- 
one years during which he has not 
missed a single day because of sick- 
ness. Fifty-one years during whici 
he has only once failed to print = 
paper on schedule and that once be- 
cause a fire had crippled other por- 
tions of the plant so the type coull 
not be sent to him. Thirty-five of 
these years have been spent as fore- 
man. 

As Mr. Turner’s record is an epic 
of loyalty and service even more are 
his recollections a vivid history of the 
advanee of printing and of The Con- 


stitution during the past half century. 

hen, aS @,yo.ing apprentice, Mr. 
Turner stepped into that Broad 
street pressroom he found flat bed 
presses capable of printing 1,200 pages 
on one side in an hour. The type 
was set by hand and the forms were 
laid on the bed. The paper, cut in 
large flat pieces, was fed in the press 
by hand. The printing was then 
completed by the drum, propelled over 
the bed by an old “water power” mo- 


tor. 
New Press Installed. 

Five years later, in 1884, The Con- 
stitution moved to its present building. 
At that time the first Hoe-type web 
press, was installed. This was the 
first press to employ the principle of 
running the paper from cylinders in 
such a way as to print both sides at 
once, a thing impossible to do with 
the flat bed presses. The type, still 
set by hand, was placed in curved 
forms called “turtles” and each 
“turtle,” weighing about 350 pounds, 
was then lifted to the press with a 
block and tackle. This mechanical 
marvel could print about 10,000 12- 
page papers an hour. It was not un- 
til many years later that the stero- 
typed unit-cast plates were used. 

From these beginnings Mr. Turner 
saw The Con.titution rise in power 
and prestige each year. ‘When he 
joined the paper Captain Evan P. 
Howell, father of the present editor 
and owner, contfolled the destinies of 
the paper and had as his first lieu- 
tentant the now justly famous Henry 
Grady. Under their leadership and 
later under that of Clark Howell, and 
Major Clark Howell. Jr., The Con- 
stitution grew and prospered and be- 
came a great force. in southern jour- 
nalism. 

As the paper’s circulation grew tha 
demands on the pressroxom also be- 
came greater and from time to time 
newer and larger presses were pur- 
chased. The pressroom now is 
equipped with two big Hoe black 
printing presses, for the daily issues 
and a color press for printing the 


‘| Sunday magazine und comic sections. 


The recently-acquired black press is 
the fourteenth Hoe press that has 
been purchased by the paper and its 
acquisition helped to make The Con- 
stitution’s pressroom what it is now, 
one of the best equipped in the en- 
tire south. Thirty thousand 64-page 
papers can be printed each hour on 
the present presses. 

Mr. Turner takes a_ justifiable 
pride in his record of continuous and 
efficient service. Even on the one 
day, about four years ago, that the 
paper was not printed nere, he had 
his presses¥in order ani could have 
run the papers off had viher depart- 
ments not, heen. injured by fire so 
they could not prepare iis plates. 

Son Served 10 Years. 

Following .in. the .fooisteps of his 
father, C. H. Turner now is in his 
tenth year of employment in the press- 
room in which his father is foreman. 
Sadness was brought to the entire 
Constitution force about a year ago 
by the death of John S. Turner, Mr. 
Turner's oldest son, who had been 
with him in the pressroom for more 
than 25 years. 

The veteran foreman still is hale 
and in his enthusiasm fur his work 
shows every sign of making good his 
prophecy that he will be “on the job” 
for many years to come. It is quite 
needless to say that during his half 
century with The Constitution. Mr. 
Turner has attained to a remarkable 
place in the esteem and-afféctions, not 
only of his employers and his owa 


men, but in those of the entire staff.

“Russia is a land of shocking con- 
trasts,” Mrs. ‘Dorms stated, “not at 
all what I had pictured.

Stock Exchange Opening 
Mixed With Heavy Selling 
After Opening; Curtiss-

New Sows, June 27.—There was 2

Presque Isle, Maine, June 27.—(/) 
Arthur R. Gould, junior United States 
senator from Maine, the first state to 
adopt a prohibitory law and which 
has been “dry” for 75 years, today 
defended his “right to have, make and 
drink” light wines and beer and de- 
elared the licensing of such beverages 
‘would be a great improvement over 
the present prohibition law which 
seems impossible to enforce.” 

Mr. Gould set forth his views after 
an attorney for a St. Louis grape 
juice company announced that he had

The senator voted against the Jones 
bill recently enacted which increases 
the penalties for violators of the na- 
tional prohibition act and he assert- 
ed that he “had always stood that 
way.” 

Regarding his right to “have, make 
and drink” winé and beer, Mr. Gould 
said people in his section of northern 
Maine made wine from elderberry 
flowers and grapes. 

“God Almighty put those flowers 
and vines on the earth,” he declared, 
“ond He intended them to be used.”

FORD ROAD BUYER 


Detroit, Mich., June 27.—(4)—Suce 
cessfully terminating his excursion 
into the transportation field, Henry 
Ford has sold the Detroit, Toledo and 
Ironton railroad to an _ undisclosed 
group of investors believed to rep- 
resent the Pennsylvania ‘railroad. 

The sale was announced late yes 
terday by officers of the First Na- 
tional bank in Detroit. Through which 
the sale was made. Ford officials had 
announced Monday that negotiations 
for the sale of the line to the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad were “almost com- 


pleted.”* 

Purchased in 1920 to round out the 
Ford program of controlling every step 
in production of his motor cats, the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton later 
was so renovated under the motor 
magnate’s administration that it bee 
came a paying business in its own 
right. 

Much of its success was attributed 
to the fact that its business was ob- 
tained,sfrom other roads holding Ford 
transportation contracts but M®. Ford 
derived a great deal of pleasure from 
turning the once decadent road into @ 
profitable enterprise. 

The announcement of sale did not 
mention the price. Ford bought the 
line for $5,000,000 but in 1924 it was 
learned it had earned more than $1 
000,000 a year over the four-year pe- 
riod of Ford administration and in 
1926 before the interstate commerce 
commission, Ford attorneys argued 
that the rate setting valugtion of <a 
road should be placed at $23.061.2

intended originally to furnish a sure 
means of transporting coal from Ohio, 
West Virginia and Kentucky fields to 
Detroit but also carried manufactured 
products across nearly all the larger 
east and west trunk lines between De- 
troit and the Ohio river.

CRUDE PETROLEUM 
TARIFF OPPOSED 
BY CHAMBER HERE 


The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
Thursday added its protest to those 
of other southern organizations 
against the proposed tariff of 31 a 
barrel on crude petroleum importa- 
tions. The executive committee vf 
the chamber adopted a reSolution con- 
demning an gmendment offered by 
Thomas, of Oklahoma, and 
sent copies of the paper to Senator 
Walter F. George, who is a member 
of the senate finance committee now 
sitting in session at Washington, and 
to Senator William Harris and Con- 
gressman Leslie Steele. 

The Atlanta group based its pro- 
test on the grounds that the United 
States’ supply of oil is limited and 
that importation should be allowed 
to lessen the drain on native re- 
sources; that many American con 
panies import crude oil for refining 
here and the proposed law would work 
a hardship on them and more specifi- 
cally that certain groups now operat- 
ing or contemplating erection of large 
plants in the southeast will be ruined 
since they rely on imported oil for 
their work. 

Action by the Atlanta chamber was 
taken following the protests of nu- 
merous Savannah groups that the 
Pan-American Petroleum & Transport 
Company, which is to build a $1.000,- 
OOO plant at that city, will be forced 
to abandon these plans if the tariff 
is voted. The Savannahans' claim 
that the law would work irreparable 
injury to their city industrially and 
point out that other cities in the 
southeast, where plants already are 
in operation, also would _ suffer 
greatly.
